From  its  beginnings  in  1899  at  Illinois  Wesleyan  University,  Tau 
Kappa  Epsilon  fraternity  has  grown  such  that  it  exists  as  the  largest 
national  fraternity  in  the  United  States.  Its  276  active  chapters  have 
initiated  over  86.000  men  into  the  Bond. 

Like  its  national,  Mu  Theta  Chapter  at  Lycoming  has  grown  con- 
siderably in  a  very  short  time.  Beginning  as  only  a  group  of  mutual 
friends,  the  group  won  recognition  as  a  Colony  in  1968.  We  soon 
acquired  the  use  of  a  room  in  the  fraternity  dorm  and  from  such  a 
back-room  beginning  moved  continuously  forward.  Shortly,  the 
colony  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  top  TKE  colonies,  and  in  April 
of  1969  was  installed  as  an  official  chapter  of  Tau  Kappa  Epsilon. 
The  newest  fraternity  also  became  the  first  Lycoming  fraternity  to 
be  permitted  off-campus  housing.  In  the  fall  of  1969,  twenty-eight 
members  moved  their  belongings  into  their  new  home  at  327  E. 
Third  Street.  With  the  tri-pillar  foundation  of  character,  scholar- 
ship, and  brotherhood,  TKE  will  continue  to  develop  and  to  reign 
as  Number  One.
